Stresemann insisted that disarma- 
ment be pushed after the council had 
approved postponement by the prepar- 
atory disarmament commission of the 
second reading of its disarmament 
project, The council decided that post- 
ponement was desirable until after 
veneral discussion of disarmament by | 
the league assemly at its September 2! 
meeting. 

The German foreign minister pro- 
tested strongly against any serious de-| 
lay in the league's disarmament ef- 
forts. He insisted that procedure fol- 
lowed during the first reading of the 
proposed disarmament agreement 
must be changed if the second reading 
were to be saved from failure. While’ 
declaring that there were urgent rea-| 


sons for disarmament Stresemann said 
that he preferred not to list them at 
present.

colleges and universities is reaching 
an end.

The address of Mr. Rockefeller 
created considerable interest among 
the prominent educators and men of 
affairs in his audience. In ge ‘ral, 
he - ould do away with the ;hilan- 
thropie idea. The college education of

Poland A cquitted 
Of Advertising 
Swindle Charge 


W. W. Poland, of Birmingham, was 
acquitted Wednesday by Judge Luther 
Z. Rosser in municinal court, follow- 
ing a preliminary hearing on a war- 
rant charging cheating and swindling. 

His acquittal came after his prose- 
cutors voiced their opinion that Po- 
land was a victim of unfortunate cir- 
cumstances, having innocently become 


connected with a duo of advertising 
specialty men who not only fleeced 
Atlanta merchants out of more than 
$3,000, but had carried out their “ad- 
vertising swindle” in other cities 
throughout the country. 

At the hearing it was explained that 
Poland had answered an advertise- 
ment in a local paper for the position 
of advertising solicitor with “The 
Theatrical rng of New York and 
had applied to J. C. Williams, who is 
being sought on a hie similar to 
the one sworn out against Poland. 

After turning over the money col- 
lected from 24 Atlanta merchants to 
Williams, he was given a check for 
his services. The check was returned 
marked insufficient funds, and he re- 
ceived no compensation for his work. 

Williams in the meantime left the 
city hurriedly. with the money, mak- 
ing no arrangements for the showing 
of the solicited advertising on the 
screen of a local theater. and leaving 
Poland literally with the “bag to 
hold.” 

According to testimony, Poland act- 
ed in good “faith in making all of the 
advertising sales and thought that the 
advertising scheme was legitimate, and 
that the advertising was to be run as 
a “trailer” on the feature picture at 
the theater. After finding out that 
Williams had skipped out he went to 
the theater and volunteered his serv- 
ices in an effort to apprehend the al- 
leged “swindler.” Witnesses testified 
that. in their opinion, Poland was not 
guilty. and that he had a reputation 
for being honest, having been emplored 
as representative salesman of two 
large typesetting machine companies, 
and is well known in newspaper and 
printing circles of the state.

DIES i WESLEY 


Mrs. Mary Motes Delbridge, 59, of 
530 Spring street, pioneer Atlanta 
woman, died Wednesday afternoon at 
12:50 o'clock at Wesley Memorial 
hospital, following an illness of more 
than six months. Mrs. Delbridge has 
been in failing health for almost a 


year and when she became worse sev- 
eral months ago she was removed to 
Wesley Memorial hospital.

Why This Conundrum? 

The thing about cotten which puz- 
zlies most Jaymen is why the pro- 
duction of coiton cannot be  fore- 
measured by the possible market de- 
mand from year to year. 

In these days of organized trade. 
all continents, 
and when commercial news can_ be 
distributed around the globe into all 
centers of production and distribution, 
what should hinder the posting into 
every southern rural route postbox 
bulletins from the government, month- 
ly, telling the cotton raisers whether 
they are “taking in too much terri- 
tory” and are headed into lJess-than- 
cost prices for their growing crop? 

I am told by one of the chief mar- 
ket experts in government service in 
Washington that such a system of 
information and valuable warnings 
can be devised and operated, and that 
it would be even more reliable than 
the daily weather reports upon which 
so many millions of farmers operate. 
Through the government’s consular 
and commercial agents in all countries 
that produce any cotton and in all 
countries that are markets for Ameri- 
can cotton, the conditions in any 
month could be ascertained with ap- 
proximate accuracy. With such’ in- 
formation, officially supplied to him 
every cotton farmer in the south could 
either intelligently profit, or gamble 
to his loss. 

e * «& 
Some Changes Necessary. 

Iso, it is noted, some changes in 
cotton production in the south are 
becoming imperative. 

Just as cheapest pig iron produe- 
tion in the Birmingham district in 
Alabama determines the prices of that 
product in all the world markets, so 
the cheaper production of merchant- 
able cotton in the trans-Mississippi 
region—Arkansas, Oklahoma and Tex- 
as—is soon to make vital changes of 
policy necessary to the cetton-raisers 
this side of the big river. 

Texas and Oklahoma especially can 
tile soil, with plowing, 
cultivating machinery, operated by 
gas and with one-tenth the crew of 
field hands, and then harvest it with 
sleds that do the work of ten pickers

Safety in the Long Staple. 
In view of these all-important facts 


the agricultural authorities at Wash- 
ington are seeking ways to help south- 
eastern farmers safely out of the im- 
pending “smotheration.” : 

Revival of the production of long 
staple cotton or sea-island variety in 
the southeastern states is feasible, the 
department of agriculture has conclud- 
ei, if a sufficient seed supply can be 
obtained. Communities can be organ- 
ized to plant nothing but sea-island 
cotton. ‘The full text of a statement 
of the department summarizing | the 
results of a recent investigation fol- 
lows: 

Low prices for short cotton which 
followed the record-breaking crop of 
the past season, and recent tendencies 
toward higher prices for long cotton 
have. stimulated interest in the possi- 
bility of reviving the production of the 
sea-island cotton in the coastal plains 
districts of the southeastern st..tes. 

It is possible to revive the pruduc- 
tion of long cotton in this region, but 
not sucéessfully unless the planters 
gain a thorough understanding of the 
problems involved. The great difficulty 
at present is the lack of sufficient seed 
supply. Another is that continuous 
good prices for long cotton depend on 
the continuous and regular production 
of a supply suffivient to meet the 
market demand. Assurance of a regu- 
lar supply would increase the use of 
long-staple cotton by manufacturers, 
and thus be the means of establishing 
a regular demand. A regular supply 
would be difficult to produce and main- 


tain pure, however, without the organ-} the lungs.

A Question of Right Seed. 


These and other facts which must 
be considered in any attempt to re- 
vive the sea-island cotton industry in 
ihe Atlantic coast districts of South 
Carolina, Georgia and Florida, are 
discussed in department bulletin 414-C, 
just issued by the department of agri- 
eulture. 

The lack of seed stocks will -revent 
a stampede to sea-island cotton, but 
in view of the renewed interest in this 
type of cotton there is need of infor- 
mation regarding the precautions that 
will be necessary if a regular produc- 
tion of sea-island or some other type 
of long-staple cotton is to be reestab- 
lished in the southeastern districts. 
Experience in recent years with the 
Meade cotton, an upland variety that 
produces fiber of sea-island quality, 
is cited to show the necessity of pure 
seed supplies in order to produce a 
uniform long-staple cotton that will be 
satisfactory to the manufacturers. 

Formerly the growers of sea-island 
cotton in Georgia and Florida ob- 
tained seed from South Carolina, where 
there was a regular production of this 
tvpe of cotton on the Sea Islands near 
Charleston that continued for more 
than a century. Very little sea-island 
cotton is being grown on the islands 
at present, however, and this source 
of seed is no longer counted upon 
The growers on the Sea Islands form- 
erly grew their own seed supply and 
maintained it pure by doing their 
own ginning. 

Many of these private gins have 
been dismantled and it seems doubtful 
if the old system of private ginning 
will be revived. The production of 
seed stocks will, therefore, be a com- 
munity problem rather than an indi- 
vidual one. In order to establish and 
maintain good stocks of seed, only 
one kind of cotton can be grown in 
the same neighborhood or sent to the 
same gin. All of the farmers of the 


community should have the same kind| them.

He tells us that in most cases the 
diagnosis of pulmonary tubercuiosis 
should be made between the tenth and 
twentieth years of age, 
like to imagine children of that age 
seldum or never have tuberculosis of 
Dr. Brown kuows better. 

When a boy or girl in the ‘teens 
loses weight, don't attribute it to 
hard study or worry over examina- 
tions ar anything like that. It is a 
much more serious indication than 
that. Whether there is any cough or 
not, such a boy or girl should be 
given the skin tuberculin test. If 
this elicits a positive reaction then 
X-ray examination of the lungs should 
be made. Precisely this course is fol- 
lowed as a routine in some high 
schools now. 

These cases of pulmonary tubercu- 
losis in the second decade become, if 
not detected, silent carriers of the‘tu- 
bercle bacillus, for some of them show 
tubercle bacilli in the sputum or 
mouth spray only when they have at- 


Folks, yes, and some doctors, still 
harbor pessimistic ideas about the 
cure of tuberculosis, ideas based upon 
ignorance and outwaern traditions. 
Pulmonary tuberculosis is perhaps the 
most curable of all serious chronic 
diseases. In many cases recovery un- 
doubtedly occurs in spite of the fact 
that the patient never knows he has 
had the disease. The tendency to- 
ward recovery is very strong and will 
manifest itself if nothing is done to 
retard recovery. 

Here are some figures that speak 
for themselyes. Of 96,000 patients 
who eutered hospitals or sanitoria for 
treatment of pulmonary tuberculosis, 
39,000 left within three months; 16,- 
OOO of them left in less than one 
month’s time. Three months is not 
sufficient time to train a patient in 
the rules or ways of recovery, much 
less arrest the disease. Out of the 
whole 96,000 patients only 35,000 re- 
mained six months or longer under 
treatment. and that includes advanced 
and far advanced cases as well as the 
incipient or early ones. 

Why did all these tuberculosis pa- 
tients leave the hospital so soon? 
Probably lonesomeness, strangeness, 
homesickness, fear, dissatisfaction 
with food or care, influenced many oi 
But the motive in more cases 
was a foolish one: They thought they 
knew as much or more than the doc- 
tors did.

Behind it lies 
the spirit which the American navy 
has always held toward aviation, that 
of keeping it down, and the utterly 
incompetent and futile manner in 
which they handle the funds entrusted 
to them for aviation purposes. 

“There is no excuse for not having 
Lindbergh’« plane in shape. As long 
as the American people entrust any 
considerable part of aviation to the 
uavy, they are net only throwing 
money away uselessly, but also the 
lives of many a good pilot. Aviation 
should be placed under a separate «e- 
partment of aviation, co-equal with the 
army and navy.”

The individual by him-!} 
self eannot face the handieaps con- | 
nected with the marketing of his crop 
under present-day conditions and 
trade demands. 

Apples Staple Crop. 

“Apples are just as staple in the 
markets of this country and abroad 
as cotton, wheat ur corn. Georgia 
is able to supply a suare of this neces- 
sity of civilization, and we have our 
money invested in this enterprise. 
The price is governed by the law .of 
supply and demanu. When the pro- 
duction oyer the country is heavy 
the return to the grower is less It 
is no easy game, and yet it @ a 
business proposilion, and _ results 
have been obtained over a term of 
years, notably in the best organized 
localities in the west, that have real- 
ized a fair average profit to the grow- 
er. But wherever any degree of suc-} 
cess has been attained, it has been | 
throuch the successful cooperation of 
the growers in associations and ex: | 
changes, condneted by trained busi-| 
ness men, able to secure savings and | 
exercise sound selling ability in seeur- 
ing advantages in meeting the keen 
competition in the markets. 

“It ean be done, and we here in 
Habersham and Rabun counties may 
improve our condition and secure bet- 
ter returns in the only snecessful way 
yet found, of marketing the united 
production of this section by collec- 
tive selling through such an agency 
as we have formed: here in Cornelia. 

“Cooperation in the handling and 
sale of agricultural products has the 
endorsement of President Coolidge 
the secretary of agriculture and the 
secretary of commerce, Herbert 
Hoover, as the only means available 
of bettering agricultural conditions in 
this country, and the probable bill 
that will be enacted by the next con- 
gress will be in the support of co- 
operatives.

“Misgrading does not pay. for you 
can not fool the commission man 
who knows apples as well as we do, 
and such practice greatly injures the 
reputation of the entire apple section. 
It is to the best interest of every 
grower in Habersham and Rabun 
cdunties to retain membership in this 
exchange, and assist in maintaining 
the present good standing for a uni- 
form and honest pack. 

“Another encouraging feature of the 
past season has been the good keep- 
ing qualities of our apples. It has 
been a surprise to me to find varieties 
that we have expected to keep in 
storage only till about Christmas show 
up well several’ months later. 

“Our Delicious held up well 
throughout the month of March: Stay- 
mans compared favorably with West- 
ern Winesaps throughout April. I saw 
Kinnards repacked at late as May 
17, and the percentage of decay and 
scald was less than the western Wine- 
saps which were being repacked at the 
same time. It is noticeable that small- 
sized apples hold up better in storage 
than the large sizes. Our Yates are 
the best keepers of any variety grown 
anywhere. They usually remain firm 
and sound upto the June I¢ 

Greatest Need. 

“Our greatest need is adequate jo- 
cal cold storage here in Cornelia, 
where our many yarieties, some 57 in 
number, can be separated and reas- 
sembled in grades and sizes, from 
which stock orders can be filled as de- 
sired by the buyers whether the order 
calls for one box or 10 cars. 

“We will never be able to market our 
apples to best advantage until this 
local cold storage is secured, and we 
can fully comply with the demands of 
the trade. 

“This Cooperative Apple Growers’ 
exchange deserves the hearty financial 
as well as the moral support of the 
banks and business interests of this 
section. Our orchard properties are 
the most valuable asset in Habersham 
county. Outside of general farming 
our orchards are the largest and most 
valuable industry in the county. Our 
la~ze investments give value to land 
generally, and the monthly payrolls 
of the orchard companies regularly 
distribute large sums of money to 
labor as well as the merchants and 
banks. 

“To assist in the orderly marketing 
of the valuable product of these 
orchards, with their large investments.

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REVISIONS URGED 


Revisions in the state pension laws 
which will enable the state pension 
department to function without “ha- 
rassment” are recommended by State 
Auditor Sam J, Slate in an audit of 
the books of this department submitted 
to the governor Wednesday. The audit 
is the largest in volume ever made by 
the department, consisting of 770 type- 
written pages. The audit showed that 
more than $8,000,000 has heen paid to 
Confederate veterans and widows of 
veterans between 1924 and 1926, the 
period covered. ) 

The annual payment to pensioners of 
approximately $2,000,000 amounts to 
9 per cent of the total annual in- 
come of the state, it was declared-by 
the auditor. ‘ 

In submitting his report Auditor 
Slate made the following statement, 
which includes his recommendations: 

“The. pension laws should be re- 
vised to eliminate irreconcilable pro- 
visions; to enact in definite terms 
that all pensioners be paid $200 an- 
nually; to name a fixed sum to be 
paid for funeral expenses and to de- 
fine conditions on which it should 
be paid; to provide for the enroll- 
ment of a widow in her own right 
at apy time after her husband's 
death; and generally to provide a 
clearly stated law under which the 
pension department can function witb- 
out harassments. 
| “The pension office, I am con- 
vinced, is being administered with an 
earnest desire to deal equitably with 
every claim and the inequities of ad- 
ministration are the result of inequi- 
ties in the law,” Auditor Slate said. 
“The pension office records for 1926 
show marked improvement, despite the 
extra work incident to making the 
_back pension -payment,in quarterly 
instead of annual payments. The law 
provides one clerk in this office, and 
' the work is always quadrupled by the 
quarterly payment plan. 

“A majority of the ordinaries do 
work conscientiously 
and carefully and in cooperation with 
‘the pension office. There are, how- 
‘ever, some 40 or 50 whose work in- 
dicates carelessness and indifference 
and their carelessness adds greatly to 
the work and worry of the pension 
j office.

“It 
is by properly training the leaders of 
men that the university can render 
its greatest service to a democratic so- 
cietr.” he declared. 

Dr. Smith, former resident of New- 
nan end Atlanta. Ga.. and a graduate 
of the university, said “educators are 
upidly recognizing the fact that at 
present too many people are admit- 
ted to our universities who have no 
business there and too many are absent 
who should be there.” He urced ade- 
quate financing and equipment of uni- 
versities, 

He said if “we find a large part 


of the population either indifferent 
or antagonistic to advanced education 

. and if this indifference or antago- 
nisr- be attributed to ignorance and 
prejudice, it must be remembered ihat 
the university was established to com- 
bat ignorance and prejudice. This 


situation is not peculiar to Georgia. 
It is more _or less the same in other 
states. There is something radically 
wrong. and no one is more conscious 
of the fact than the small but faithful 
group of men who, for more than a 
generation, have courageously fought 
th- battles of this institution. But 
this does not alter the fact that our 
universities are not exerting the influ- 
ence which they should exert,” he 
said.
